There are now 
about 2000 miners in the Black Hills. 
The Sioux Commission was there on 
the 20th. The reports of richer discov­ 
eries are fully confirmed.

S t . P a u l, Aug. 10.—Charles Scheffer, 
ex-State Treasurer of Minnesota, Presi­ 
dent cf Stillwater Bank, and director 
of the First National Bank of this city, 
and member of the large wholesale 
house of Auerbach, Finch & Scheffer, 
suicided in the German Cemetery, this 
city, Saturday afternoon or Sunday 
morning. Ho was last seen passing up 
Robert Street Saturday. His body was 
found Sunday.

He was uni­ 
versally esteemed, and is mourned by 
all. The cause was a fear that he wo’d 
become idiotic, as his,brain and spine 
were badly injured in the Virginia Mid­ 
land railway disaster last winter.

Well, several persons put in bids accordingly,and at 
3qch rates as they deemed honestly right; but it so 
liappen'ed that the post trader at that fort had in the 
lowest bid, and secured the award of the contract. 
But now see the result. By some understanding tiiis 
post trader, being of course of, and in the ring, has 
the privilege of cutting grass, and making hay where- 
ever he chooses, and thus has only very short iiaul’s 
to make. This scurvy trick places honest competition 
non—est, and honest competitors are ruled out. 
Who the post trader “ whacks up” with, and other 
little peccadilloes connected with that post will soon 
be related. 
The U.S.Quarterraaster at St Paul did 
not advertise for the bids in question, 
and had no more to do with it than the 
man in the moon. 
Major Sperry, agent 
at Berthold, advertised for them and 
they were left at and opened in the 
Teibonb office. 
The Post Trader at 
that point did no^make the lowest bid 
and did not receive the contract. W. B. 
Shaw was the lowest responsible bidder 
and was awarded the contract; 
and 
J. S. Winston is filling it. 
liis bid 
was one dollar lower than the post tra­ 
der’s at Berthold. 
Not a ton of hay is 
being cut within ten miles of the agency, 
under this contract, all within that dis­ 
tance being reserved for the Indians at 
the agency who are at work like good 
fellows cutting a,nd hauling, for which 
they are paid by the agent, according 
to the distance hauled. 
Mr. Doyle has made an affidavit, the 
writer is informed, to the effect that the 
Post Trader at Berthold told him that 
he put in a bid at (about) $0.75 but 
was awarded the contract at (about) 
$11;75. • The facts are the contract was 
let at $9.74 and not to the post trader 
whose bid was $10.74. There were bids 
lower than this. 
One 
as low as 
$6.94, but no one knew the bidder; 
they were evidently fly bids which no 
one intended to claim unless to make 
trouble; 
and the contract was let to 
the lowest responsible bidder, and at 
a very low figure considering the fact 
that all of it must be hauled ten miles 
and soiiieof it is being hauled 18 miles. 
Mr. Doyle has evidently got things 
mixed for Mr. Raymond is no such 
fool or the agent any such knave as 
Doyle’s statement would imply.

So the story was told that a pile 
of sometbing covered was noticed gn 
the bank of the Missouri above Turkey 
river, which looked as if it might be 
Indian goods. The story was repeated 
that a well informed gentleman coming 
down the Missouri saw a pile of Indian 
goods on the bank above Turkey riyel^ 
and as 
it passed 
from mouth 
tQ 
mouth it gained in proportions; and, as 
on inquiry it was found that the Nellie 
Peck did actually put off some good#,‘ 
(Mercer’s) the story seemed to be con­ 
firmed; and men can now be found who 
will give all the details of the transac­ 
tion, and recently the Herald man went 
out and after a long hunt found a spot 
which he cau.sed to be photographed as 
the exact spot where the goods rested. 
But xMercer says the spot photographed 
was an old; hunter’s camp, and he be­ 
lieves the men are still in the country 
who camped there. D. W. Marsh laugh­ 
ed about the story this spring and said 
the whole thing grew out of his remark 
referring to McCall’s coal boxes.

Bbainebd, Aug. 3. 
To C. W.Mead, Esq. Generál Manager for 
Receiver N. P. railroad. 
Dbab SiB:-i-The undersigned haVe 
to-day, in response to your request, 
made an examination of the wreck'of 
the Northern Pacific railway bridge 
at Brainerd as it lies, and of the re­ 
maining east span of the said bridge 
as it now stands, with the view of ac­ 
counting, if possible, for the casuality. 
We find nothing in the appearance, of 
the debris of the wrecked, spans tojos 
tify us in attributing the wreck to def­ 
ective or improper materials or work­ 
manship, or design in the original con­ 
struction, or to the want of proper at­ 
tention, and repairs since it was built, 
we find the east truss yet in place, and 
in good and safe condition. This 
truss was constructed at the same time 
and as the others were, and we are in­ 
formed that it has received the same 
care and attention from the officers 
of the road. 
If we may judge from 
the condition of the other 
trusses 
from our examination of this one they 
could not have been 
broken by the 
weight of any ordinary train. 
While 
we find ourselves unable to definitely 
describe the manner of the wreck, we 
are unanimously of the opinion that it 
was caused by some accident to one of 
the flat cars loaded with rails, crossing 
the bridge at the time, by which a part 
of the car or a rail became entangled in 
the truss thereby displacing some of 
.fhjB, timbers nearly or immediately over 
the west channel pier.

1^. J. Wallace, the foreman of bridge re­ 
pairs on the Northern Pacific road, and 
know him to be a competent and faith­ 
ful man in the discharge of such duties.
